Seed requirements are a much more important 
factor than is generally recognized, both from the stand 
point of quantity required and from the standpoint of 
quality, For Canada well over sixty million bushels of 
seed are required. From the atandpoint of the individual 
farmer the seed requirements are quite an important con- 
sideration and there has been a tendency particularly 
during the period of high prices to sell the best grain and 
keep inferior seed. 

Each year Canadian farmers have to face keener 
compeittion in the world’s markets, It ie important, there- 
fore, that the high standard obtained in the earlier yeare 
for No. 1 hard be maintained. This can only be done by 
growing varieties that are of high milling value and by 
keeping theso varieties pure. In saving the seed for the 
1922 crop the fields from which the seed is to be saved 
should be selected while the crap ie atill atanding, impuri- 
ties can be more easily recognized in the field than they 
can in the bin, 

Careful attention to the! matter of securing pure 
seed on the home farm will be amply repaid. There will 
be the weual increased yields that accompany the use of 
good standard sorts. There will be the increase due to lese 
lose from shattering and shrinkage of immature kernels, 
such a8 occurs in a mixed lot, And in addition the re- 
sultant crop will be less susceptible to disease,
